Through activities of the Newark 


Federation of Women's Clubs, the 
American Bottle company, of which 
Edward H. Everett is president, has 
announced that it will furnish and 
install complete equipment for a 
public 
playground 
at 
Riverside 


school. 
A communication from H. 


G. Phillips, one of the Chicago offi- 
cers of the company, to officers of 
the federation, says most of 
the 


equipment is being'ordered. It will 
be installed on the grounds within a 
few weeks. 


The gift, which will represent sev- 


eral hundred dollars, is all the more 
pleasing as a reward for efforts of 
the federation in view of the short 
campaign. It comes as an early 
realization of one of the chief de- 
sires of the educational committee 
of the federation. It is the outcome 
of something like six weeks of social 
settlement campaigning in the River- 
side district, which developed into' 
an active movement to equip 
the 


playground. 
With White field in the West Side 


and the Heisey playground in the 
East Side, members of the federa- 
tion felt that s place wnere the little 
folks of the Riverside neighborhood 
could romp after school hours was a 
very necessary feature to the social 
uplift and educational work under- 
taken. 
Under agreement with the Ameri- 


can Bottle company, the playground 
will be furnished in its entirety, on 
condition that the board of educa- 
tion of Newark provides supervision. 
This was agreed to at a recent meet- 
ing of the board, when a communi- 
cation was received from the Fed- 
eration of Women's Clubs, indicating 
that the organization might under- 
take to equip the 
ground. 
The 


board of education only stipulated 
that equipment to the amount of at 
least $500 be provided. It is said 
the apparatus will exceed this figure. 


Only recently members of the fed- 


eration made known their needs to 
Mr. Everett when they met him at 
the Country Club. He at once took 
an interest in the project after learn- 
ing what the club women had under- 
taken, and he summoned Mr. PhTT- 
lips to whom the project was again 
explained. 


AT that time Mr. Everett person- 


ally presented 
a 
very handsome 


check to be used in aiding the move- 
ment, and has since made another 
acceptable donation, besides giving 
his influence in behalf of the plan- to 
fully equip the grounds, adding un- 
sparingly to the numerous benevo- 


lences previously extended Newark 
by himself and Mrs. Everett. 


The Federation of Women's Clubs, 


now headed by Mrs. A. S. Mitchell as 
president, was organized only last 
spring. It is composed of repre- 
sentatives of eight local women's 
clubs and includes one circle of The 
King's daughters. 
Almost immedi- 


ately after its organization several 
committees 
were 
appointed 
and 
these at once began their activities 
in social and educational work. 


About six weeks ago attention was 


directed to the foreign settlement in 
the vicinity of the Riverside school. 
This school is situated opposite of- 
fices of the American Bottle com- 
pany, and 
President Everett was 


largely instrumental in securing the 
erection of the structure on that site, 
it is said. 


The educational work in River- 


side district was undertaken on a 
small scale, with Sunday meetings 
'or the children and parents. Mem- 
bers of the federation found that the 
children responded much more read- 
ly than parents, but efforts are be- 
ng continued and the parents are 
evincing sufficient interest to indi- 
cate that they are being reached 
through the children. 


Early in the campaign in River- 


;ide, the federation was offered the 
assistance of a young woman who 
planned to make a specialty of so- 
cial center work, the classes contin- 
ued and the neighborhood move- 
ment prospered. 


Federation members sought in a 


small way to start the project for 
equipping the Riverside playground. 
A few balls and bats were obtained 
and some croquet sets. 
This was 


about as far as the women were able 
to go without assistance. 


The promised aid offered by the 


American

means the opening of a third'public 
playground 
in 
Newark—a 
play- 


ground completely and safely equip- 
ped and ablr supervised. Members 
of the Federation of Women's Clubs 
regard it as a marked victory in their 
start toward improved conditions for 
children of Xewark, and as a dis- 
tinct forward step in the social wel- 
fare movement for which the fed- 
eration stands. 
• Nothing definite has been learned 
as to when the equipment will begin 
to arrive, or when workmen will 
start preparing the grounds. While 
the soace is not nearly so large as 
the White or Heisey fields, it is re- 
garded as ample to accommodate the 
neighborhood from which its patron- 
age will be drawn.
